If the lesrmed
counsel, who btld that view, were
gitting a1 a legislator, he would not
vote to mske such a law. It is held,
that when soy people rise in re-

volt, then the sovereign or pe-
litical power Ims the right to
confiscate the properly and Igke

the life of the rebel. TFhis is the belig-
erenl right ®f tbe sovereign or poljj
power. I equal rights be scconde® 1o
both parties, then the persons in revolt
bave the right to confiscate the property
and take the lives of those who remain
sitached to the sovereign or political pow-
er. Buch s propusition appears to be ab-
surd. That view was pever held by any
court. Neither is it true that the sover-
eign power, inthe event of rebellicn, is
reduced to the alternative, on the oone
hand, of conlim&ing the property of
those in revolt, and of slaying them—to
shrot, baog and extermioate indiscrimin-
ulely and by wholesale—or, on the other,
ta allow perfect equality of belligerent
rights with the political power, which has
the discretion Lo say what measure of bel-
ligerent rights it should allow those in
revolt. This is regulated by the necessities
of the case.
